DRIVERS MUST HAVE 
DRIVERS? LIGENSES 


(We publish the following to the in- 
terests of our readers who are car- 
owners.— Ed. ) 


Car drivers’ licenses in Alberta are 
to be set at 50c and are to stand for 
an indefinite period until revoked for 
cause, under a redraft of amendments 
te the Vehicles and Highway Traffic 
Act that has béen submitted to the 
legislature. But all motor drivers in 
the province are to take out licenses 
the regulation to become effective on 


Compulsory insurance of taxis and 
liveries is required under another sec 
tion of the bill and this is to become 
effective just as soon as the measure 


Under the first draft of the bill in- 
troduced into the legislature early in 
the session the much wider provision 
of compulsory ingurance on all cars 
in the province was proposed. This 
has been revised as, according to all 
explanation by Hon. O. L. McPheer- 
son, the government had not intended 
such a far reaching and sweeping 
plan. It was rather the governments 


intention to provide protection for the | 
public by enforcing insurance for ve- | 


hicles used in public livery. 

The main sections of the redrafted 
bill as referring to licenses of drivers 
and compulsory insurance are as fol- 
lows: 

2A (1) No person shall drive a mo- 
tor vehicles on a highway unless he 
is in possession of a subsisting dri- 
ver’s, dealer’s or chauffeur's license 
granted under the provisions of. this 
Act. 

(2) A person over the age of 15 
years shall not be deemed to act in 
contravention of this section if while 
driving a motor vehicle he is accom- 
panied by a person sitting beside him 
who is the holder of a driver's license 
and is engaged in teaching the first 
named to drive, 

2B. The Minister may refuse to is- 
sue a driver’s or chauffeur’s license 
lo any person unless he is satisfied 
by examination or otherwise of the 
physicial and other competency of the 
applicant to drive a motor vehicle 
without endangering the safety of the 
general public: 

2C. Every person driving a motor 
vehicle shall carry his license with 
him at all times during which he is 
in charge of a motor vehicle, and shall 
produce it when demanded by any 
peace officer or any inspector appoint 
ed under this Act. 

2D (1) Every person who is the 
holder of a driver’s license shall upon 
bein convicted for any offence under 
this Act, forthwith deliver the same 
to the Police Magistrate or Justice of 
the Peace making the conviction. 

(2) Any Police Magistrate or Jus- 
tic of the Peace who convicts any per 
son of an offence under this Act, who 
is the holder of a driver’s license may 
upon making the conviction suspend 
for such time as he thinks fit or can 
cel such driver's license and shall 
thereup transmit the suspended or 
cancelled license to the Minister, to- 
gether with a report setting out the 
pvature of the conviction and the cir- 
cumstances of the offence; and every 
such suspension or cancellation shall 
remain in force unless and until the 
Minister in his discretion makes an 
order shortening the term of suspen- 
sion or annulling the cancellation. 

2E The fee payable on the issuing 
ct any driver’s license or any dupli- 
cate of any such’ license shall be 50c 

‘2F Every person to whom a dri- 
ver’s licempe has been issued shall in 

his application for a subsequent H- 
cense state that he hag been so licens- 
ed; and no person who is the holder 


- 
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of a valid and subsisting driver's li- 
cense shall apply for or obtain an- 
other driver's license, save and except 
only for the purpose of obtaining a 
Guplicate of a valid and subsisting li- 
eense which has been lost, or destroy 
€d or become worn. out, 

2G Every driver's license shall re- 
main in force until suspended or can- 
celled and all other licenses and all 
certificates shall, subject to the pro- 
visions of this Act ag to suspension 
and cancellation, temain in force until 
the first day of January following the 
year for which they were issued.

per cent of ali Canadian nmrinicipalities 
the medical health officer is a part- 
time practising physician, appointed 
by the local council. 

‘the parttime medical officer of 
heaich has been to a large extent a 
failure” he adds—-thereby condemning 
the present system. “He is untarined 
fer his work, ia paid very little and 
that grudgingly for his services. His 
' official position brings him into con- 
fict (1) with his fellow-practitioners, 
who will not report (contagious dim 
ease, etc.) to a rival in practice, (2) 
with yossible clientele who fear quar 
antine if communicable disease 1s 
found ip the family. This fact and the 
dissatisfaction of persons who are 
iydlated fon the public good, interfere 
with the doctor's practice and since 
the }ractice of his profession is ina 
chief interest it is readily seen that 
in the endeavour to serve two masters 
the less remunerative and less at- 
tractive one of public health is neglect 
ed.” 

As a rule, this veteran authority 
states, it is only in large cities with 
efficient medical health organizations, 
that any great progress is being made 
in public health and to remedy rural 
conditions he strungly recommends 
the ‘County Health Unit’ © 

“The County health, or “combined 
area” health unit is bound to. come; 
the only question is, how soon?” he 
writes..As to the financing of these 
full-time, county ‘health departments 
the writer’s expressed personal opin 
ion is that the cost should be borne by 


‘a joint contribution of the three ele 


ments of government, the federal, the 
provincial and the municipal.” 

Dr Alphonse Lessard, Director, and 
Dr Emile Nadeau, Assistant Director 
of the Québec Provincial Bureau of 
Health, write as follows: * 

“What is the “County Health Unit” 
system which We are operating in our 
Provinge of Quebec? It consists in the 
establishment, in a county or in two 
small neighbouring ceunties, of what 
might be designated.es.a-“Bureau of 
Health in miniature” composed of 
a full-time medical officer, two or 
more public health nurses, a sanitary 
inspector charged with the enforce- 
ment of the health regulations and 
with the education of the municipal 
cfficers, together with a secretary to 
handle the clerical work of the office 
which is generally located in the prin 
cipal town of the county. The whole 
population of the county is thus sub- 
mitted to constant supervision on the 
part of this staff. 

There are eight of these units now 
functioning ‘n the province.of Quebec 
and four more wiil be soon in opera- 
tion shortly.
